An overwhelming majority in 
the S.G.A. voted to support a 
province wide boycott of classes 
on Feb lo in response to the 
government anti-educational 
policies.

Laiirentian perhaps more than 
any university In Canada will 
feel these successive attacks 
on post -secondary education. 

Where will this extra hundred 
dollars come from? Summer 
earnings? Given the worsening 
employment situation in this 
province and across the country 
it seems bleak indeed, it is 
not improving and shows no 
real signs of doing so shortly. 
This isnt meant to depress 
anyone but those aro facts that 
must be faced by students. 

Last summer it Is estimated 
that as much as 25% of the 
Student population went unemp- 
loyed, ironicly It was this very 
summer that the government 
ceased keeeplng statistics on 
student employment. Turning 
a blind eye wont make the problem 
go away. The Ontario Federation 
of Students complied this and 
other statistics tn a province 
wide survey. Unemployment 
figures In Canada are disgusting. 
The seventeen to twenty- four 

age group Is hardest hit by 
uuemployment-they comprise 

one-half of all unemployed. At 
the same time there are severe 

housing shortages across the 
country in several areas. Obvious- 
ly there is work that ran and should 
be done. There's no reason why 
make work projects have lo be 
super and ineffectual drains on 
the public purse.

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GOVERNMENT ANNOUNCES SUMMER JOB PROGRAM: 



FEW DETAILS AVAILABLE 



OTTAWA (CUP) —Details on 
exact projcctsar© sketchy but 
eight federal government dep- 
artments will spend mored than 
$65 million on summer Jobs for 
students, nearly $46 million of 
which will be spent by manpower 
and Immigration programs. 

When Manpower minister Bud 
Cullen announced the summer 
Job programs he said "Our 
programs will provide work for 
many more students this summer 
than last/' This year 3G f 575 
students will be hired under tht 
various programs. Last year, 
according to officials In the 
department 12,160 were hired. 
The 1976 program costs about 
$24 million. 

The young Canada works 
program and the summer job 



corps are ths two main additions 
to this summer's Job possibilities. 
Young Canada Works however 
was labelled as another travel- 
ling puppet and adventure playf 
ground kind of summer employ- 
dment project by the National 
Union of Students, (nus.;. Stud- 
ents are unable to apply directly 
for the funds. Established social 
agencies must apply for project 
funding and then go to summer 
student manpower centres lor 
student employees. 

The Young Canada works 
program will be the 
biggest of the four sections of 
Manpower's expenditure costing 
$30 million and employing 
21,000 students. Under this 
program, existing social agen- 
cies and organizations cam apply 



for government funding for summer 
summer projects. 

The summer Jobs will 
cost an additional $10 million 
and will fund C0O0 summer Jobs 
with government departments 
and agencies. These jobs are 
"career oriented" and will bo 
"challenging work experience" 
according to a department of- 
ficial, job exploration for 
students is a program for 
potential h/gft school graduates. 
The government will pay half 
the salary of these students 
in local business and industries 
and will give students a chance 
to decide if they wish to Join 
the Job market or return to 
school. Pun by local chambers 
of commerce, tho program will 
cost $1,1 million and will pro- 



vide direct employment of 
2,000 students. 

Running tho summer student 
manpower centres wllll cost 
$4.6 million. One thousand 
students will be hired for this 
work. 

The department of consumer 
and corporate affairs will be 
sending $100,000 but according 
to an official in the department 
"we are still In the process 
of detailing them." The program 
is scheduled to provide 30 
summer Jobs. 

Indian and Northern affairs 
will spend nearly $2 million 



In five separate programs in- 
volving high school students 

(direct employment for 1,300 
cost $850,000), two programs 

for Indian and Eskimo students 
(employing 350 cost 140,000) 
and two federal park programs 
(employing 235 cost $440,000) 

National Defense wilt spend 
nearly $7,5000000 fro what they 
term well established programs. 
The three have been going for 
five years and Include reserve 
training (employing 600 cost 
1,700,000) and a community 
assistance program tn which 
750 students will be employed

of University of London pharm- 
acists who found that darkness— 
not a cold temperature— is the 
essential factor in keeping 
cannabis at its original level 
of potency. 

According to High Times 
magazine, the group used 
several methods to tost 
marijuana, hash and THC 
solutions for potency before 
and after storage. They dis- 
covered that cannabis keeps 



reasonably well for up to two 

years when stored In tight, 
closed, dark containers at 

room temperature. Refrig- 
eration helps only slightly tliey 
report. However, laboratory 
solutions of THC are totally 
destroyed after only six days 
exposure to light. 

The researchers also suggest- 
ed that smokers only clean as 
much weed as they plan to use 

Immediately, because crumb- 
ling it destroys the gland cells 

that store the rosin and help 

protect It from light and 

oxygen.

Use of Water in Sudbury Metals 



Tom Coyne, the American Man- 
ager of the Sudbury Metals iron 
oro direct reduction plant at 
Fakonbridge, testified before an 
inquest into the death of three men 
in an explosion last October, that 
he was instructed by tils head 
office in Milwaukee to quench hot 
Iron pellets with vatcr. There 
has been much evidence that the 
reaction between the hot iron 
pellets and superheated steam 
caused the production of hydrogen 

gas and Its resultant massive ex- 
plosion. 

Two days previously there had 
been a plug-up of the transition 
chute, which connected the two 
main parts of the direct reduction 
process equipment. In the reactor, 
iron pellets obtained from INCO 
were heated by a mixture of nat- 
ural gas and light fuel oil to a 
temperature of 900-lOOO°C. The 
final 

fuel burned off the oxygen in the 
ore producing sponge Iron and a 
number of combustible gases; 
carbon monoxide, hydrogen, nitro- 
gen, carbon dioxide and oxygen. 

The oxidized iron pellets passed 
111 rough the transition chute into 
the cooler where they wore cmled 
by forced air to 10Q°C* The final 
product, sponge Iron pellets, 
90-95% iron are approximately 
equivalent to pig Iron produced In 
a traditional blast furnace by com- 
bining Iron ore, coke and limestone. 
The direct reduction process Is 
cheaper than traditional production 
methods especially in smaller- 
scale operations. This makes It 
more practical for use In Africa, 
Asia and Latin Amerl ca and in 
small countries. 

Sudbury Metals Co. is a part- 
nership between Alll5~Chalmcrj> 
a big U.S. manufacturer of mining, 
agricultural and electrical mach- 
inery, and National Steel Co. of 
Canada Ltd. ft large U.S. steel 
company. The plant is leased 
from Falconbridge who attempted 
unsuccessfully to operate It for 
several years. AHIs-Chalmors 
Is the manager. They made 
modifications to the equipment, 
adapting it to their process from 
the German Lurgi SL-RN process 
and prepared it for commercial- 
scale operation. The plant had 
not reached full production before 
the explosion occurred. 

The three men who were killed 
were employees of a contractor 
engaged to carry out maintenance 
on the machinery* They were 
changing a gasket on the over- 
sized chute at the discharge end 
of the cooler when the explosion 



occurred. They died instantly. 
These mon had only worked at 
Sudbury Metals for a short time, 
from a few months to two days. 
Several men who were employees 
of another contractor were ser- 
iously Injured. These men had 
only been working for Sudbury 
Metals for three hours. They 
testified that the dangerous nature 
of the process used was not told 
to them nor were they instructed 
In safety measures to be under- 
taken. They did not recognize a 
warning siren which sounded 
about a half hour before the ex- 
plosion. 

Sudbury Metals Safety Engineer 
testified that on a previous occa- 
sion In August when water was 
used to quench (cool) the pellets, 
the building was evacuated because 
company officials did not know 
what would happen. However, on 
October 2G wily a section of the 
building near the transition chute 
was evacuated. Water was applied 
to cool the pellets so the chute 
could bo unplugged In the shortest 
possible time and production re- 
aimed, 

Rene Generoux, a foreman, 
testified that he told Sudbury 
Metals management that pumping 
water onto hot pellets was dang- 
erous. He told of an experience 
of a door exploding In his face, 
causing serious burns and several 
months hospitalization at the Iron 
Oro Co, of Canada in Sept-Xles. 
There t~o water had been added 
to hot Iron pellets, 

Guy Ward, employed as a reactor 

operator, testified that he over- 
heard a conversation between 
Coyne, Bob Krause, a process 
engineer and other top manage- 
ment. Ward testified that Krause 
expressed concern about the haz- 
ards involved In the introduction 
of water and was greeted with 
laughter by other company officials. 
Krause lias since been ordered 
back to Milwaukee and told not to 
say anything by Allls-Chalmors. 

The transition chute started 
plugging on the evening of Saturday, 
October 25, The plugging is 
caused by excessive temperatures 
in the reactor of from 1100- 1200°C. 
This causes the pellets to begin 
to melt and slag. As a result the 
pellets stick together causing 
chunks which plugged the transi- 
tion chute. Work was carried out 
for almost twenty-four hours to 
try and unplug the chute and keep 
the pellets moving. Late Sunday 
afternoon, these efforts failed. 
Coyne then contacted his superiors 
in Allis-Chalmers head office in 




Milwaukee to find out how to deal 
with the problem. 

CDyne testified that he did not 
know that the combination of 
hydrogen with hot Iron would result 
in the reoxidatlon of the Iron and 
the production of hydrogen gas 
and that this gas would be highly 
explosive. Dave Sewell, an English 
-trained physical metallurgist and 
mill superintendent, also stated 
that he did not know that this re- 
action would occur. When it was 
pointed out to these men that this 
fact was commonly taught In a 
Grade 13 or first -year university 
chemistry course, they persisted 
In saying that they wore unaware 
of this reaction. 

On Thursday morning, the cor- 
oner, Dr. Marcel Provost, asked 
the crown attorney whether the 
Sudbury Metals officials should be 
informed of their rights under the 
Canada Evidence Act, that what 
they say cannot bo used against 
them in a Canadian court. He was 
told that they would be deemed to 
be covered under this act. No 



charges against company officials 
tiavo yet been laid. 

On Friday, January 2fl, Doug 
Bell, a metallurgical engineer wit;i 
the Ministry of Natural Resources 
and a Ph.D. in extractive metallurgy, 
testified that in Ids opinion there 
were two contributory factors to 
the explosion. The first was that 
largo amounts of combustible 
gases remained in the cooler un- 
til the explosion and had not been 
purged from the cooler as Sudbury 
Metals management had testified. 
The second was that the combin- 
ation of hot Iron and water pro- 
duced hydrogen although he stated 
that he did not think that enough 
hydrogen would be generated by 
tliis method to explode by itself. 
This generated hydrogen would 
however contribute to the mix- 
ture of combustible and potentially 
explosive gases In the cooler. He 
said that Allis-Chalmers extractive 
metallurgists engaged in the di- 
rect reduction process would know 

this.

Meyers told the Boaswana paper that he signed up for the 
Rhodesian Army on the basis of an ad In a Texas magazine.

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ONTARIO 
U'S REFUSING TO IMPLEMENT VISA STUDENT FEE HIKE 



TORONTO (CUP) - Seven of 
Ontario's 15 publlcally-funded 
universities refosed to implement 
a tripled tuition fee for visa stu- 
dents effective this month, despite 
the withdrawal of a provincial 
government subsidy of about 
$1000 per student* 

The governing boards of Laur- 
entian University in Sudbury and 
Carleton University In Ottawa both 
rejected tees which cost new visa 
students $1500 for a two-term 
university year, while the senates 
of the universities of Brock, 
McMaster, and York have recom- 
mended their governing boards not 
Implement the hike. A subcommittee 
of the University of Toronto's 
governing councit recommended 
the council reject the fee hike 'as 
a matter of principle.* 

The senate of the University of 
Western Ontario in London has 
not yet come to a decision to re- 
commend to the university's board 
of govornors meeting Jan* 21. 

Other Ontario universities have 
agreed to implement the hike, but 
the senate of the University of 
Waterloo may reconsider the 
question. Wilfred Laurler Uni- 
versity, also In Waterloo, Imple- 
mented the hike after the senate 
refused a student bid to reconsider 
its decision, but will work within 
the Council of Ontario Universities 
(COU) to effect modifications to 
the government-Initiated fee in- 
creases. 

The COU, often called the 
♦presidents' club', consists of the 
15 university presidents and their 
designates. While this body will 
bo seeking 'modifications' to tho 
tuition fee hike, there Is no plan to 
oppose it outright, according to COU 
executive assistant Grant Clark. 
Clark said COU members were 
'unhappy with aspects' of the hike 
and would be 'trying to put together 
ideas' at their meeting at the end 
of January to present to Harry 
Parrott, the province's minister of 
colleges and universities. 



One such modification would 
be to establish a definition of 
what Is a 'new' visa student, 
since the hike applies to students 
not registered in an Ontario post 
-secondary institution prior to 
Jan. 1, 1977, according to Clark. 
The COU docs not have a great 
track record of opposing tuition 
hikes. During the past two years 
a COU subcommittee has recom- 
mended general tuition fee in- 
creases of 25 and 10 per cent as 
a means of increasing revenue to 
universities in tho face of retuced 
operating grants from the pro- 
vincial government. 

Nor is there any guarantee that 
those universities not Implement- 
ing the hike now will refuse to do 
so when the new academic year 
begins in September. Since few 
new students enroll in Ontario 
universities In January, most of 
which are based on two-term 
academic year beginning in Sept. 
and ending in April, the financial 
burden borne by the universities 
with the withdrawal of government 
subsidies for new visa students 
is not as substantial as it will bo 
In the new academic year. 

Carleton student president 
Scott Mullin noted, 'while a delay 
until September would have little 
effect on Carletoc's economic 
base. It Is recognized that the 
loss of $175,000 might seriously 
affect certain sectors of the 
university community.' 

University of Toronto provost 
Donald Chant argued that defer- 
ring the tuition hike until Sept. 

would cost U of T $520,000, 

In many cases, tho universities' 
decisions to oppose or defer the 
visa student tuition hike was tho 
result of the lobbying efforts of 
students' groups. The Laurcntian 
senate's decision came after the 
local international Student Or- 
ganization (ISO) successfully 
petitioned against the increase. 
Student governors at U of T 
drafted and argued for a motion 



opposing the fee hike and asking 
Parrott to reconsider his decision. 
The Carleton governing board 
made Its decision following 
senate approval of a presentation 
from the student union, Dec. 1G. 

In a brief to the senate the 
Carleton student union (CUSA) 
noted that until 1968, Canadian 
students studying abroad out- 
numbered vi ca students in Canada, 

The brief pointed out that 
Canadians benefit from attending 
foreign universities, stating that 
in 1973, 15 per cent of Canadian 
PhD candidates obtained doctorates 
outside the country. 

It added that rejection of the 
differential fee for visa students 
In Ontario would mean a revest 
to the province *to make an in- 
formed decision made on the basts 
of accurate and current information 

as to what effect differential 
tuition fees would have on both 
Canadian and International students 1 . 

The Ontario Federation of 
Students (OFS) has stated its op- 
position to the visa student fee 
hike, and lias done ?nd published 
research on the composition of 
visa students In Canada and Ontario. 
But the Laurentlan EO head 
criticized the federation for being 
'unconcerned* about the issue at 
a speaking engagement at tho 
University of Waterloo Nov. 18. 

At the same session Wilfrid 
Laurier University's International 
Student Association head Ben 
Garcia told students the differen- 
tial fee 'clearly discriminates 
betwoen wealthy and non-wealthy 
forolgn students.' 

The Canadian Bureau of Inter- 
national Education is preparing 
a $100,000 study on visa students 
In Canada which is expected to be 
released early this summer. 

The Ontario differential fee 
hike was first announced last May 
by minister of colleges and uni- 
versities Harry Parrott, who 



claimed 'mounting public pressure' 
as his Justification. 

Critics of the fee hike have 
pointed out that Parrott has never 
provided adequate proof of public 
pressure, while Parrott has 
admitted the hike would same the 
Ontario government about $G 
million yearly — which amounts 
to .6 per cent of the ministry's 
budget. 
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OTTAWA (CPA-CUP) - The wu?e 
gap between men and women In the 
federal public service widened 
during international Women's 
Year, according to a recent study 
by the Advisory Council on the 
Status of Women. 

Tho report, Women In the Public 
Service, shows that the concent- 
ration of women In clerical, 
steno and secretary classifications 
Increased during tlte year, while 
the- number of women In senior 
executive or equivalent jobs wns 
lower* 

In 1974, 14 per cent of male 
employees were earning less than 
$8,000 a year, and by 1075 that 
group had shrunk to six per cent. 
in contrast, the number of women 
earning less than $8,000 rose to 
37 per cent in 1975 from 30.5 per 
cent In 1974. 

The report concludes that 
"women's progress (sic) towards 
equality cannot be considered 
satisfactory — even after making 
allowances for the fact that equal- 
ity cannot be achieved overnight"* 

Tho 177,000 member Public 
Service Alliance of Canada, tho 
largest union of federal public 
employees, has set up an Equal 
Opportunities for Women Commit- 
tee to fight discrimination and pro- 
mote hiring of women for positions 
outside tho traditional "Job ghetto' 
arr>as for women . 



GRAND RAPIDS (ZNS-CUP) 
Going to McDonalds fast- 
food restaurants has virtu- 
ally become a religious 
experience for millions of 
Americans, according to a 
U of Michigan anthropology 
professor. 

In a paper presented V> the 
American Anthropological 
Association, Dr. Conrad Kotiak

The professor said McDonald's 
eateries, much like churches 
offer uniformity In an otherwise 
chaotic world. 

"From the rolling hills of 
Georgia to the snowy plains of 
Minnesota, with only minor 
variations, the menu is located 

in the same place, contains the 
same items and has the same 
prices," the paper states. 
"We know what we're going 
to see, what wo are going to 
say, what will be said to us and 
what wo will eat/* 
According to Kottak, from the 
first request for a Big Mac to 
the final 'Have a Nice Day' each 
move Is ritualized much like a 
religious service.

holding company in May, making 
the paper the first employee- 
owned daily io Canada. 

Ono condition of the transfer 
is that at least so per cent of the 
paper's 350 employees Join the 
hotdlng company and purchase 
shares. 

According to employee spokes- 
person Guy Beland, 75 per cent 
have already Joined and agreed to 
allot three per cent of their wages 
to the holding company. He sees

no problem En getting another 5 per 
cent to Join by the May deadline. 

In the meantime, the paper is 
being run by a six-member com- 
mittee composed of three rep- 
resentatives of the religious order 
and three from the holding company.

The show's atmosphere Is 
somewhat "au genre" vaudeville. 
Tho out-dated Jokes used, still 
get laughs. Not because they're 
still funny, but because Muppets 
arc saying them. If humans would 
build an old Joke oriented program 
chances ire it wouldn't survive 
the t,v/s rating system. The 
Muppets get away with it because 
they're puppets. Strange thing 
when one thinks about it. 

For instance, a person wouldn i 
set away with singing a song 
about things that make him cry. 
But a dog that says, "Now take 

They always make me 
cry." As he plays his plaJio. 
he sings, "1 never did anything to
